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INCE it appears from St, Luke t., §. 
thar Elizabeth, who was Coufin to the Vire 
gin Mary, was of the Tribe of Levy (for 
She is there faid to be of the Daughters 
Aaron, who was of that Tribe) is it not thence Pro- 
bable, that the Virgin Mary was atfo of the fame 
Tribe. 

A. This Obfervation concerning Elizabeth, no 
wavs Prejudices the Virgin’s Veicent {rom David, 
who was of che Tribe of Judah, fince Women 
were not confind to Marry within their own 
Tribes, unlefs they were Heireffes. And then ine 
deed it was not fo reatonable, that they fhou’d car- 
ty the Inheritance of their Pathers into other 
Tribes. And therefore to fuch only does that Pro- 
hibition in Numb, 38. 8. Extend. Every Daugh- 
ter, that Poffeffeth any Inheritance in any Tribe of 
the Children of Wrael, foal be Wife unto one of the 
Family of the Tribe of ber Father ; that the Cnsidien 
of Iftael may enjoy every one the inberitance of his 
Fathers,

that was Due unto him. If fo Dreadtal thal! bethe 
Staie of thote, ro whom Chrift thal! hereafter fay, 
Iwas in Prifon and Ye Vifited me Not, how much 
more Dreadtul will be the Srate of chofe, to whom 
he thall fay, Ye Endeavour'd to Imprifon me ? O 
then, that {uch Monfters of Barbarity wou'd be 
Warnd by (uch amazing Denunciations on the one 
hand, and Allur’d by that Comfortable Bledfing on 
the other ; Bleffed are the Merciful, for They fhall 
Obtain Mercy, . 

Q_ Pray, was there ever fuch a Kingdom as Phx- 
nicia. If chere was, pry, when did it Flourifh, and 
what were it's Limits, and bow came &¢ to be difolued 
inte fo many Reguli's, as we vead in Jothua? 

A, The Couatry, wherein we meetwith fo ma- 
ny Petty Kirigs, namely, 31, in the time of Fofhua, 
was not Phenicia Properly fo call’d, but the Land 

of Canaan, For by this Name it is call’din Fofh. 
§: 124 Neither had the Children of Ifrael Manna any 
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wore, but they did eat of the Fru't of the Land of 
Canaan that Year. And under the fame Mame Mo- 
Jes reprefents ir, when in Gen, 12. he gives an ac- 
count of the Promife of rhis Country, made to Abra- 
ham 470 Years before the Promife was fulltili‘d, 
and of Abraham's Journey to this promis’d. Land. 
And They (namely, Abraham and Lot with their re- 
fpeétive Families ) went forth to go into the Land of 
Cannaan, and into the Land of Canaan they came. 

But that Canaan was allo call'd Ph.enicia,and Ph.e- 
nicia Canaanis evident from UndoubredArgumenrs, 
Hence ic is, thar the fame Perfoniscall’d in Mat.15. 
22.4 Woman of Canaan,and in Mark 7.26. @ Syre- 
phenician. Hence ir is, that Canaan in the fore- 
mention’d Paffage in Fofhua is rendred P/ienitia by 
the Seventy, who alfo tranflate it Batiacs tis 
dowtuns, Kings of Phenicia, where it 1s in the He- 
brew, Kings of Canaan, And the fame rendring 
occurs in Gen. 46. 10. Exod, 6. 15. Exod, 16. 
35. Hence alfo ir was, that the Carthagineans,who 
originally came from Tyre (a City of PA.enicis ) 
faid, thar they were Channai*by Defcent, that is, 
Canaanites. 

The Counrry was call’d Canaan, becaufe inhabir- 
ed by the Defcendants of Canaan, the Son of Hamm, 
and Grandfon of Noah. For immediately atter the 
Babel-con{ution of Languages ( which happend 
fomewhat above roo Years after the Flood ) C«- 
naan accompanied by his 11 Sons, remov‘d from 
their prefent Habirations, and travail’d in fearch of 
a Covenient Sertlement.Five of hisSons fettled in the 
Proper Phenicia, and the Coafts of Syria; butHe 
himfelf with his 6 other Sons chofe Part of that 
Place, which was afterwards more Properly éall’d 
Canaan, for the place of his abode, Where his Po- 
fterity {preading themfelves and Enlarging their Bor- 
ders producd thofe feven Nations, who for their 
Notorious Corruptions were referv’d by God to be 
Deftroyed by rhe I/raelites, as foon as they fhouw'd 
have fill’d up the meafure of their Iniquiries. But 
thefe People Encreafing and Multiplying were af- 
rerwards Subdivided into leffer Branches, whence 
proceeded rhe formention’d number of Kings Sub- 
dued by Fo/hua. 

Canaan, as limited above, was bounded by 4ra- 
bia Deferta on the Eaft ; by the Mediterranean and 
part of Phenicia onthe Weft, or North-Weft ; by 
Arabia Petrea on the Sourh, and South-Weft. Its 
Sciruation was between 30 Degr. 4 Min. and 33 
Degr. 2 Min. of Northern Laritude ; and be- 
tween 64. Degr. 49 Min. and 68 Degr. 20 Min. 
of Longitude. It's Length contain'd about 200 of 
Our Miles, and it’s Breadth abour 1co, if mea- 
fur'd in it’s Longeft and Broadeft Parts. 

The forefaid Canaan being the Phenicia intended 
by the Querift, we fhall fay no more of the more 
Proper Phenicia, than that it was fo Narrow, as to 
be lirtle other than a Sea-coaft, Extending from 
che furcher part of Mount Carme/ to the River Vc- 
lanus ; that Tyre and Sidon were it’s Principal Ci- 
ries, Cities fo much celebrated in the Sacred Re- 
cords for the Abundance of it’s Merchandize ; that 
the Ph.enicians in general made {fo Profitable an ule 
of the Scituation of their Countrey as to become 
the Chief Traders of the World ; and thar it is 
more than probable, thar They difcover'd chis I- 
fland of Our’s before the Grecians had ever arriv'd 
hither, who are therefore concluded to have learn’d 
rhe Difcovery from the Phenicians.

Entlemen, Upon a difrute between a Chrifti- 
an and a Quaker, among ft other things the 
Quaker demanded of the Christian, why he 
believed the Bible. It was Anfwered ( as 
near as I can remember) that he believed it,becaufe it was that 
wherein God had declared his Will to Mankind, that in it was 
manifelted Man’s Redemption by Chrift Fefus, and that because 
therein i plainly demonftrated the true Way to real Happine/s. 
The Quaker not willing hy any means to comply with any thing 
contrary to bis own Notions, would let the Company know his 
yeafon, which was, that be was directed to believe it by the 
Spirit which was in him, which he afferts to be Fefus chrift. 
Now I weuld beg of you to give your Fudgment of each An(wer, 
with 2 Word or t00 whether Felus Chrift * to come again a Se- 
cond Time.as theQuakers affert be ts,which will be an Obliga- 
tion on, Sirs, Tours, &ce 

A. We beg leave to make our Exceptions to both 
the Anfwers Specified im the Queftion, beginning with 
the Firft. 

But here we muft Premife, what it is to Believe the 
Bib'e, from the Definition of which the Infufficiency of 
the frft Antwer will the more readily Appear. To Be- 
lieve the Bible is to Believe, that it contains rhe Revela- 
tion of the Will of God Declar’d to Mankind by Infpir’d 
Writers. Now the Gentleman fays, that he therefore Be- 
jieves the Bible, becaufe ic is that, wherein God has De- 
clar’d his Will to Mankind. But to jay, that the Bible 
is that, wherein God has Declar’d his Will to Mankind, 
is all one as to fay, that it contains the Revelation of 
the Will of God Declar'd to Mankind. But to Believe 
the Bible is to Believe thus much; and therefore the Gen- 
tlenan’s Anfwer returnsto this, namely, that he Believes, 
that the Bible Contains the Will of God Declar’d to 
Mankind, becaufe it Contains the Will of God Declar’d 
to Mankind: That is, he therefore Believes the Bible, be- 
- cafe he Believes it. 

2. The Gentleman adds further, that he therefore Be- 
lieves the Bible, becaufe in it is Manifefted Man’s Redemp- 
tion by Chrift Jefus. But fince it is fromthe Bible that we 
learn, that Man was Really Redeem’d by Jefus Chrift, the 
Gentleman does no more than argue ina Circle, while he 
proves the Authority of the Bible by a Medium, which 
isitfelf Prov’d by theAuthority of the Bible.But Circular 
Arguments prove nothing. 

3. The Gentleman proceeds further ftill, and fays, 
that he therefore Believes the Bible, becaufe therein is 
plainly demonftrated the true way to Real Happinefs. But 
asfor the Supernatural Truths Reveal’din the Bib!e, we 
nd otherwife know, that they conduct usin the Way to 
Real Happineis, than as we are Aflur’d, that they were 
Reveal’d by God himfeif. Since therefore we muft prove, 
that they conduét us in the Way to Real Happinets, be. 
caufe they were Revea}'d by God, we cannot prove, that 
they were therefore Reveal’d by God, becaufe they con- 
duct us in the Way to Real Happinels, unleis here allo 
We will argue in a Circle. But as for the Moral part, 
Which is agreable to the Common notices of Reaton; 
That indeed Furnifhes us with fuch intrinfick arguments 
or the Authority of the Bible, as are of no inconfiderable 
Weight with Sincere and Unprejudic’d Perfonse But 
fince many Difputes and Diflentions might arife from 

nce, God has thought fit to found the Authority of 
the Scriptures upon Extrinfick as well as Intrinfick argu. 
ments, When therefore we are askt, why we Believe che 
New Teftament; that is, why we Believe, that the New 
Telament was Dictated by the Spirit of God, we fhou’d 
Aniwer; Dirit, becaufe it contains no Dottrine, that is

ecauic the Writers of it gave fufficient Demonftration, 
that they were the Embafladors of Heaven, by a won- 
deitul Variety of Supernatural Endowments, For had 





any one of the Jewifh Rabbins fent his Difciples to the 
Authors of the New Teftament, to enquire of them, 
whether they were Divinely Intpir'd, or no, they might 
have an{wer’d in allufion to what our Saviour f3id to 
the Difciples of the Baptift: Go, and fhew your Mater 
again thofe things, which ye do bear and fee. The Blind re- 
ceive their Sight, andthe Lame Walk, the Lepers ave Cle nje4, 
and the Deaf Hear, she Dead are Raifed up, the Poor bave the 
Gofpel Preached to them, and all People and Languages 
hear every Man of us in their own Tongue, whercin they were 
Born. 

Rut if it be enavir’d, how we are Affur’d, tl 
Lord Worked with the Writers of the New Teftament, 
Confirming the Word with Signs following, we appeal to a 
Cloud of Witnejes, to 2 Cloud of Satucs, Confeffors and 
Martyrs. We appeal to thole Myriads of Chriftians in 
the Dicclefan Perfecution, who fubmitred to the mott 
Painful Executions rather than Deliver up their Bibles, 
and be Branded with the Ignominions Name ot Tradisore. 
Ve appeal to the moft Learned Adverfaries of the Paith 
(and ture the Teftimony of an Adverlary is Of no tmell 
account) to Celfus the Fpicureau, to Porphyry, that Ce- 
lebrated Phylotopher ; to Julian, that Apoltate Chri- 
ftian. 

The Second Anfwer fuppotes, that the Authority of the 
Gofpel-Difpenfation is not built upon a Rational Found- 
ation, a Foundation, that recommends itfelt to our Rea- 
fonable Faculties. But if the Cafe be thus, why does 
our Lord himlelf appeal to his Mighty Works for the 
Teftimony of his Miffion; If I bad not done among them 
the Works, which none other Man did, they bad not had Sine 
Why does St. Luke commend the Bereans for not being 
willing to take the Evangel'fts upon Truft ; Thefe were 
more Neble than thofe of Theffalonica, in that they receiv'd 
the Word with all Readine{s of Mind, and Search d the Scrip- 
tures dayly, whether thofe things were fo. and it imiucctats 
ly follows, Therefore many of them Believ’d : That is, They 
therefore Believ’d, becaufe upon their own Diligent en. 
quiries they found, that thofe things were fo.

dence of the Chriftian Inftitution cannot recommend it. 
felfto the Reafon of Mankind, why does St. Peter lay ; 
We have alfo a more {ure Word of Propbefy, whereunto ye do 
well, that ye take heed, as unto a Light, that Shineth in a 
Dark Place. Why does he tay eliewliere; Be ready al- 
ways to give to every Man, that Asketh you, a Reafon of the 
Hope, that is im you. And what has been faid of the Gof- 
pel-Difpenfation may by Parity of Reafon be applied to 
the Authority of the Scriptures. To inflance in the lait 
Quotation: Since the Hope, that is in us, owes it’s ori. 
gin to the Scriptures, we cannot give a Reafon of that 
hope, unlefs we can give a Reafon, why we Believe the 
Scriptures. But fiucha Reafon, as the latter in the Que- 
ftion, is no Reafon to another Man, fince ir wholy de. 
nends upon the Veracity and Infallibiliry of the Speaker. 
For he may pretend to the Direction fpecihed, when he 
knows, that he has it not: Or tho’ he thinks, that he has 
it, he may yet be Miftaken in his Conclufion. Whereas 
the Apoftle intends fuch a Realon, as may be Satisfactory 
to an Unbiaft Mind. And to this Apoftolical Injunétion 
the Ancient Fathers Religioufly adher’d in their Publick 
Writings ; Fipeciaily Fujtin Martyr in his Apology to 
Antoninus Pius;Origen in his admirable Vindication of the 
Faith againft the Malicious Subtilties of Celfus; Minncius 
Felix in his excellent Dialogue ; St. Cyprian in his Treatife 
againft Idolatry; and Eufebius in his Evangelical De- 
monftration.
